REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
circular cutter unit and apparatus for cutting flat lengths of sheet material as claimed in 
claims 1, 2, 6-8, 10-12, 14-20 and 22. The closest prior art, Susuki et al (US 4,116,098), 
teaches a circular cutter unit and apparatus comprising many of the claimed elements. 
However, Susuki et al lacks the claimed non-positive drive and a substantially U-shaped 
frame. For a complete detailed reason, the Applicant's attention is directed to the 
decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, Paper No. 54. 
Therefore, it is believed that the claimed invention is allowable over the prior art of 
record.
